Sugar yields during the past 
season were the highest ever re- 
corded, according to officials “of 
the “United States Sugar Copora- 
tion. The season's sugar harvest 
in-the Everglades ended April 23, 
after operating 174 days since 
November 1, 1938. 

During the nearly six months of 
operations, more than 85,000 tons 
of sugar were productd from 805,- 
455 tons of cane, of which 66,491 
tons were supplied by independent |
